CAR MAKERS WARN OWNERS 
ON ESSENTIAL FALL SERVICE

Regardless of climatic condi­ 
tions — whether they be hot or 
cold — there Is one warning is­ 
sued by engineers of many au- 
t o m o b 11 e manufacturers that 
should be heeded by motorists 
during the (all season of the 
year. Couched in our own lan­ 
guage, It is this: Inspect the 
transmission-and differential of 
the car twice a year, drain out 
tho old lubricant and refill with 
fresh lubricant of the proper 
weight." These recommendations 
are found in many car owner 
Instruction books.

Also In the car owner's guides 
are found recommendations for 
various other protective services, 
such as: repacking the wheel 
bearings; flushing and protect­ 
ing the radiator and cooling sys­ 
tem; renewing the oil filter; 
cleaning the air filter; and per­ 
iodically checking spark plugs, 
Ignition and lighting system, fan 
belt, brake linings and other 
vital parts of the car.

Prevention Maintenance
A u t o m o b i le manufacturers 

state that proper maintenance Is 
essential to long life and smooth' 
operation. On this subject the 
Nash engineers say that "per­ 
iodical inspection and lubrica­ 
tion are vital to proper mainte­ 
nance."

The Chevrolet factory says: 
"Lubricants are cheaper than 
repair bills. It is recommended 
that you have your gear hous­ 
ing drained and refilled at least 
twice a year. The entire cooling 
system should be flushed out at 
regular intervals."

Ford, under the heading "Es­ 
sential Twice A Year:" makes 
this statement: "Change trans­ 
mission and rear axle lubricants 
each Fall and Spring, or every 
5,000 miles, whichever occurs 
first. Drain, flush and refill."

The Chrysler factory, makers 
of Chrysler, DeSoto, Dodge and 
Plymouth, state that "Systemat­ 
ic lubrication, and maintenance 
schedules' pay you back a hun­ 
dred fold. Pack front wheel 
bearings every 6,000 mites. Flush 
and clean coaling siystom twice 
oath year. Proper lubrication is 
of vital importance to the con­ 
tinued smooth operation of your 
car."

Mobilgas dealers therefore 
pass on to their customers the 
warning that a 'semi-annual 
check and change (such as is 
embraced in the Winter-prool 
plan) is essential to continued 
satisfactory, safe and economical 
operation of a car, whether it be 
old or new.

Book Circulation 
Figures Reported

Circulation of books at the 
Torrance branch of the county 
public library system totaled 
55,216 volumes for the last fis­ 
cal year, as compared with 58,- 
139 volumes for, the previous 
fiscal year, according to Miss 
Helen Vogleson, county librarian.

At the Lomlta branch, the 
circulation last year amounted 
to 26,665 volumes, as against 
27,578 during the previous per­ 
iod.

"Number of books borrowed 
by the public seems to rise and 
fall as the ebb and flow of the 
tides," Miss Vogleson said In a 
report to the supervisors. Peak 
year in the system's circulation 
was in 1933-34, when 3,541,717 
volumes were in circulation.

learning the rudiments of flight.'. 
is sent to one of the Navy** 
three huge advanced training . 
centers at Pensacola and Jack­ 
sonville, Florida, or Corpus 
Christ!, Texas. .'

Here he becomes an aviation 
cadet, a grade analogous to that. 
if Midshipman at the United' 

States Naval Academy. Upon 
completion of his training, he 
is commissioned as an Ensign 
in the Naval Reserve and per­ 
mitted to wear the proud em-' 
blcm of the famed and feared 
Fleet Air Arm—Navy Wings.

serve Aviation Bases is located 
at Long Beach.
